This development, coming as one 
of the climaxes to a succession of 
mutinies and unrest, many of which 
have been admitted by the govern­ 
ment, is said to have been the lead­ 
ing reason for Kitchener’s departure 
from London, w'hich has been shroud­ 
ed with secrecy. 
Official announcement that the head 
of the war office wTas on his way to 
the eastern theater of war was inter­ 
preted to mean that he was on his 
way to the Balkans, where the critical 
situation of the moment confronts the 
allies. 
Information 
reaching 
the 
United 
States, through channels not subject 
to censorship, is to the effect that it 
is well know'n among those closest to 
the government that while Kitchener 
may stop in the Balkans to co-ordi­ 
nate the efforts of the allies, his des­ 
tination is not only India, but Egypt 
as w'ell, where the British gateway to 
Asia is menaced by the Teutonic-Bul- 
garian-Turkish successes in the Bal­ 
kans. 
Coupled with the rumors 
of 
the 
acts of German agents fomenting dis­ 
content among the native populace of 
India have come reports of dissatis­ 
faction in Egypt. 
Since the Turks 
failed to cut the Suez canal, mainly 
through the arrival of colonial troops 
from Australia, it has been reported 
that 
agents 
sent from Berlin were 
conducting propaganda among the na­ 
tives. 
Some time ago Great Britain placed 


a restriction against the entrance of 
foreigners into Egypt, for the purpose 
of keeping out the agents of countries 
which were unfriendly to England. 
The importance of the report of the 
downfall of Nizam of Hyderabad may 
be illustrated by the fact that at the 
critical moment when the Turks en­ 
tered hostilities ar J me sultan called 
on the Mohammands for a holy war, 
the Nizam, head of the largest Mo- 
hammand state in india, 
issued

manifesto the people, in w'hich he de­ 
clared it the duty of all people to ad­ 
here to the British allegience.

wealthiest of princes, also contributed 
$2,000,000 to defray expenses.

information as has been received, thus 
far, is of no official character, and a3 
this does not emanate from sources 
that wrould be, it is given credence.

Ear Notches Serve as Identification at 
All Times— Also Used With

The importance of tramping while 
filling is one that must be given con­ 
sideration.

Keep Only Best Cows. 
The right kind of a man will have 
profitable cows. 
The kind of breed 
does not matter so much. 
There are 
good and poor cows in all breeds, but 
the good business man will weed out 
the poor of any breed and keep the 
good. 


Horse labor is a necessary item on 
the dairy farm and should command 
much attention from the manager. 
If 
its efficiency drops the profits of the 
farm are decreased, and the profits 
from the cows must bear a loss in the 
horse-labor item. 
It is seen then that 
successful dairying is not making a 
success with cows alone, but profitably 
combining a number of factors. 
Man, 
labor and crop yields per acre are 
other important factors that can be 
controlled to a considerable extent by 
the manager.

For use on teats carbolated vaseline 
is somewhat superior to plain vase­ 
line. as the small amount of carbolic 
acid in the mixture has antiseptic 
qualities that tend to prevent infec­ 
tion.

Berry, former police sergeant, made

At the Central police station there 
is a secret list cf those w?ho have re­ 
ported their losses, but it will never 
be published.

The lone bandit operated almost 
entirely on the streets in the western 
part of the city. Several streets there 
are paved for a distance of more 
than tw’o miles, but are sparsely set­ 
tled. 
Shade trees grow in the park­ 
way on each side and tall weeds 
cover the vacant lots.

On these streets the lone bandit 
operated unmolested. 
W hen he saw 
an automobile coming with a man 
and woman in it his practiced eve. 
seemed to tell him unerringly Whether 
or not they were joy riders, 
if-th ey 
were lie walked into the middle of 
the street and held up his hand. 
W hen tho car stopped he said to the 
occupants, if there were only two: 
“I am an officer. Get out and come 
with me.” 
To be caught by an officer on an 
occasion of that kind was about the 
worst 
thing 
th at 
could 
happen. 
Usually the man and woman obeyed 
at once. 
The bandit led them to a 
dark spot at the side of the street 
and gave his second command. 
‘‘Put up your hands!” 
Perhaps it was n relief to some of 
them to find that they were only in 
the hands of a stickup man and not 
iii the clutches of a police officer. 
Made Victim Find Ring. 
W hen the robber saw' four joy rid­

The dairy division of the United 
States departm ent of agriculture has 
been investigating the different types 
of icehouses in use by dairymen, and 
has studied the advantages of each 
type. 
Only a small number of the 
icehouses examined by the depart­ 
m ent’s specialists were built of new 
lumber. 
In many instances ice was stored 
in the cellar under the house or barn, 
or in the corner of some building, such 
as a woodshed, corncrib, or barn, or 
under the driveway leading to the 
barn, and occasionally it wTas simply 
slacked outdoors with no roof for pro­ 
tection. 
W herejtho ice 
Cedars, open Shedj of irT 
the 
loss from melting was conrpatam ’ely 
largo, depending on th e ventilation, 
ti ^linage and care in packing. 
Where 
fifed cost of harvesting ice is a small 
item, dairymen often say that it is 
less expensive to store in such places 
than to go to the expense of building 
an up-to-date icehouse. 
W here ice is 
stacked outdoors and covered with 
some form of insulation, it is neces­ 
sary to put up from 30 to 50 per cent 
more than the amount previously a1 
lowed, so as to provide for the heavy 
shrinkage. 
The ice should be stored as neai 
the milkhouse as possible, in order tc 
save labor in removing it to the milk 
tank. 
A great many dairymen find it 
an advantage to have the milk room 
in one end of the icehouse. 
In this 
wTay the cost of a separate tankhouse 
is eliminated. 
The small amount cf 
time and labor required to transfer 
the ice to the cooling tank generally 
acts as an added incentive for the 
free use of ice. 
It is highly impor­ 
tant that the milk room, whether com­ 
bined with the icehouse or standing 
alone, be located so that objection­ 
able odors will be avoided. 
In comparing the different methods 
of storing ice, it was found that where 
the cost of ice wras comparatively 
high it wras advisable to spend enough 
money in building and insulating the 
icehouse to protect tho ice from melt­ 
ing as much as possible, but in cases 
where the cost of the ice w’as small 
it appeared that the owners were often 
justified in building a cheaper stor­ 
age with a relatively high loss of ice 
from meltage. 
The dairyman there­ 
fore should consider both the cost 
of construction and the cost of the 
ice in selecting the type most suita­ 
ble for his requirements. 
Some farmers store their ice in 
roughly constructed bins. One of this 
sort was seen, made by placing large 
posts of irregular siaes three feet in 
the ground and about four feet apart, 
m d upon these wrere nailed a miscella­ 
neous lot of boards; no roof was pro­ 
vided. 
The shrinkage was reported 
from 30 to 50 per cent. Ice might bb 
stored in this manner for some, pur­ 
poses, but this method is not recon** 
mended for a dairy farm. 
Further­ 
more a bin of this sort is very un­ 
sightly and is an indication of slack 
methods in farming. 
Where ice is 
cheap and building- material high, it 
might be permissible as a temporary 
arrangem ent; but it is not so eco 
nomicai a method as may appear at 
first sight, for the cost of the ico 
lost in the shrinkage would generally 
amount to more than the interest on 
the cost of constructing a serviceable 
icehouse. 
An instance was observed in which 
a corner of a woodshed, about twelve 
feet square and ten feet high, had 
been converted into an ice shed. This 
corner of the woodshed had tfcen 
rougniy 
Boarded up and about 14 
inches ot sawdust placed around the 
Ice on all sides, top. and bottom. The 
cost of the building was very little, 
and th e- shrinkage was reported at 
about 20 per cent. 
The owner stated 
that softwood saw’dust is a much bet­ 
ter insulation than hardwood saw’­ 
dust.

Calves may be fed silage as soon aa 
tho.y are old enough to eat it. 
It is 
perhaps of greater Importance that the 
silage be free froyi mold or decay 
when given to calves than when given 
to m ature cattle. 
They may be given 
all the silage they will eat up clean 
a t all times. Yearling calves will con­ 
sum e about one-half as much as m a­ 
ture stock; that is. from 15 to 20 or 
tnore pounds a day. 
W hen supple­ 
mented with some good leguminous 
hay, little, if any, grain will be re­ 
quired to keep the calves in a thrifty, 
growing condition.

HISTORY OF STATE AID FOR 
ROADS. 


The vast benefits given to road im­ 


provem ent in M issouri from the poli­ 


cy of state aid, 
w hich 
is a ttractin g 


such wide 
attentio n 
at 
this time, 
m akes especially interesting the fact 
that state aid is of very recent origin 
in Missouri. T here are three law s on 
the statute books 
providing revenue 
^Jx>r the road fund, and their actual op­ 
eration covers scarcely a half dozen 
yfrafs. Tile success of 
the construc­ 
tive road legislation is em phasized by 
the recen t statem ent 
of State H igh­ 
way Com missioner 
F rank 
W. Buf- 
fum, who estim ated th a t as a result 
of the stim ulus to road building giv­ 
en by these 
laws 
there 
has 
been 
since 1012 throughout 
the 
state an 
expenditure of local funds 
of a sum 
exceeding $15,000,000. 
The first law for state aid w as en­ 
acted in 1907. S enato r H. A. Dowell, 
of Lewis county, w as the 
author of 
this law’, which w as 
known 
as the 
“option stam p act.” 
Its enforcem ent 
w as held up by litigation until 1910, 
w hen the total receipts for th a t year 
w ere $25. T he litigation over this act 
w as finally term in ated in 1911. W ith 
the law sustained by the courts, 
in 
full set lenient of 
arrearag es, 
there 
w as paid into the sta te treasury the 
sum of $83,135.25. T he gross proceeds 
of this act up to Nov. I, 1915, 
were 
$186,361.45. 
Tile second 
a ct 
intended to pro­ 
duce road 
revenue, 
also 
passed in 
1907, provided for the registration of 
m otor vehicles. T his law w as loosely 
draw n and disappointing 
in 
its re­ 
sults. The gross 
proceeds from this 
act, mr to the tim e the p resen t effi­ 
cient registration law w ent 
into ef­ 
fect, four years later, w ere only $76,- 
321.50. In 1911 the present s e e n ‘ary 
of state, Cornelius Roach, re d ra fte d 
the automobile re g istratio n act, m ak ­ 
ing re gist rat ion annual. U p to Nov. I, 
1915, this new aw has 
pu t 
into the 
sLiite- U^ usury 
to 
the credit of the 
road fund the 
m agnificent 
sum of 
$900,355.75. 
The third law* 
providing .aute aid 
for roads was enacted in 1913. This 
act, also designed by the present sec­ 
retary of state, is know n as “the cor­ 
poration registration and si pervision 
act.” The operation of this haw 
has 
produced road m oney in the sum of 
$230,116.39 up to Nov. I. 19J5. 
The net results 
of 
the 
policy of 
state aid have been the paym ent of 
$1,393,145.09 into 
the 
state treasury 
for the road im provem ent 
fund. 
Of 
this am ount 
$1,130,472.14 “has come 
from laws 
placed 
op 
th e 
statute 
books through the] (flirts! *of S ecreta­ 
ry of S tate 
Cornelius 
Roach. 
The 
substantial benefits to 
the road sys­ 
tem of M issouri are 
so far reaching 
that the wisdom of the state aid poli­ 
cy is proved and its continuation and 
expansion assured.

He 
will care for them properly and breed 
them properly, and gradually improve 
his herd year by year, and there 
seems to be no limit to this, at least 
the limit has not been reached as yet. 


Colt Should Be Taught to Nibble at 
Grain With Dam— Weaning Made 
Rather Easy Task. 
General Omission. 
People occasionally announce their 
intention of “sum m ering” or “winter* 
ing” hero or there, but oddly enough 
they never say they will “fall” or 
“spring” in any place in particular. 


Aro.you giving that young foal the 
proper care? 
To become a strong, 
sound horse, when matured the foal 
m ust be w’ell nourished and given 
every advantage possible. 
The foal should be taught to eat 
grain very early. 
By placing the feed 
box from which the dam eats her grain 
now, the foal, at about two months of 
age, w ill begin nibbling with the moth­ 
er, and will soon acquire a taste for 
the grain. 
A pen built in one corner of the 
field made high enough to keep the 
m are out and allow the colt to pass 
under win make it possible to feed 
the foal grain with very little , diffi­ 
culty. 
Allow the mare in the inclo­ 
sure with the foal for a few times, 
and it will soon learn to go in it­ 
self. 
Keep a liberal supply of grain, 
preferably oats and bran, and perhaps 
some cracked corn, in the feed box. 
To induce the dam to loiter about 
with the colt, have the pen near a 
shade tree or the salt box. 
By weaning time the foal will have 
become thoroughly accustomed to eat­ 
ing grain and will wean very easily, 
besides being in better condition as 
a result of this additional fee<j.

— Keep the Saws Out. 


Keep saw and trim m ing shears out 
of your plum tree, says a writer. Ju st 
cut oft the dead limb and if some l;mb 
so interferes with another one that it 
m ust be cut off, then do it. I have in­ 
jured more trees by trim m ing them in 
the earlier days of my pium raising 
than from any other cause. 
Spray the trees just before the buds 
open with lime-sulphur one to ten, thin 
after the fruit has set with lime- 
sulphur, one to forty, adding three 
pounds arsenate of lead to the bar­ 
rel, which will be beneficial to destroy 
the brown rot. This spraying may be 
repeated every ten days, but must not 
be used within four or five wreeks of 
ripening of the fruit. 
Cut down or dig up old trees when 
they have lost their vigor and set out 
new ones. Dig a hole as big ,s a bush­ 
el basket at least in which .o set the 
tree. 
Put some good rich I jam in tile 
hole, and a half-peck of wood ashes 
turned in after the small roots icre 
covered will bo found beneficial.

Sensitizing Bfue-Print Paper. 
In an attempt to engineer around 
the difficulty encountered in moist cli­ 
mates where special care must be 
taken in storing quantities of unex­ 
posed blue-print paper, a simple appa­ 
ratus has been built which allows an 
individual user to sensitize paper as 
it is needed. 
In operating it, a roll 
of blank paper is fed into the machine 
from a point near the base.

| is drawn upward it is passed over a 
coating cylinder which is supplied 
with a chemical solution. 
After the 
paper is treated, it is passed across 
a roller in an electrically heated dry­ 
ing oven and is then wound. 
The 
paper is 42 inches in width and may 
be used within an hour after the sen­ 
sitizing operation. 
The machine has 
an output varying from 150 to 200 
yards an hour.—Popular Mechanics.

Medicines Are Administered by People 
Without Knowledge of Action— 
Study Symptoms of Animals. 


Frequently drugs are administered 
by people without any knowledge of 
their action. 
One individual only re­ 
cently asked what he should give his 
horse when aconite and nitre had 
failed to cure. 
It is always best for 
one to know the action of a drug be­ 
fore it is administered to live stock. A 
thorough study of the symptoms of 
the animal should be made before any 
drugs are given. Just because certain 
drugs have succeeded in some neigh­ 
bor’s horses, there is no reason they 
w’ill cure yours. To illustrate—a horse 
is suffering from colic. 
A dose of 
opium would be correct to give if it 
is spasmodic colic, while if the patient 
has impaction of the bowels a dose 
of opium would only pack the bowels 
the harder. 
A dose of aconite should 
never be given when the heart is weak 
and slow, for the reason that aconite 
depresses the heart and will cause 
death. 
On the other hand, aconite 
w'ouid be the proper drug to give when 
the heart -was beating full and strong 
and very rapid. 
A common mistake 
is to give horses sweet spirits of nitre 
wdien suffering from frequent urina­ 
tion, as this drug is a diuretic or in­ 
creases the flow of urine. 
It only ag­ 
gravates the trouble in this particular 
case. 
In diseases of the respiratory tract 
when the high fever has caused con­ 
stipation one should never use aloes 
on account of the danger from super- 
prrgation. 
Raw’ linseed oil is prefer­ 
able, as it is iLueh safer.

Danish and Swedish Flags. 
The flags of ail the three Scandi­ 
navian kingdoms are somewhat sim­ 
ilar in design.

horse’s feet are the most important 
parts of its body; and anybody who 
has had experience with lameness and 
inability of horses to do a reasonable 
amount of work because of lameness 
of one kind of another, will readily 
acknowledge the importance of prop­ 
erly caring for the feet of the equine 
stock on the farm. 
Proper care of the horse’s feet 
means that attention must be given 
when he is a colt. 
In fact, if the 
horseman or farmer carelessly allows 
the colt’s hoofs to grow long and un­ 
even, there is a great deal more dan­ 
ger of injuring the feet or deforming 
them than if the same carelessness is 
practiced with mature animals. 
The 
bones, ligaments and tendons of the 
eoU’« f«e* 
not so hard nor so 
strong as those of the mature horse, 
and the result is that improper stand­ 
ing, induced by poorly shaped hoofs, 
throws the bones and ligaments out 
of their natural positions. 
Again, it 
may be a case of where the colt’s legs 
are crooked at birth, and in such in­ 
stances care and attention to trim ­ 
ming the hoofs may be of consider­ 
able help in straightening the legs. 
In handling the colt’s feet it is best 
to begin with the front ones. 
Teach 
the colt to rest his weight on the op­ 
posite /oot, rather than the one which 
is being held, by shoving it enough 
to throw tho balance over on the op­ 
posite foot at the same time the other 
foot is picked up. 
The proper learn­ 
ing of this lesson will often save con­ 
siderable trouble later w’hen the colt 
must be shod. 
After the colt’s 
feet have been 
picked up in this manner a few’ times 
its hoofs can be trimmed with but 
very little trouble. 
Give this matter 
attention and often the colt will come 
out with a good set of legs, when it 
otherwise would be greatly hampered 
at w’ork or on the market by crooked 
and weak “under-pinning.” 


Color Parts In Orchestral Music.

Contagious abortion of cows is a 
serious trouble and must be handled 
with extreme care if it is to be sup­ 
pressed. The proper disinfection of the 
cowr stables and the entire premises 
that may become infected is very 
important. Under ordinary farm con­ 
ditions the infected animals should be 
separated from the rest of the herd 
and kept w here there is no chance for 
the infection to spread. If it is found 
that they cannot be cured they should 
be disposed of.

Discounts were shortened another 


2 % per cent on one of the leading 
staple 
lines 
of ginghams Saturday 
and many patterns are not to be had 
in certain colors at any price. One of 
the largest lines of 
southern 
dress 
ginghams was advanced \'2 c a yard in 
price and further orders are subject 
to revision to meet color conditions. 
On a number of fine cottons all re 
peat orders to mills or finishers are 
now subject to dyes in hand, and only 
certain lines of colors are to be had. 
The breaking up of many sample lines 
shown for spring has become pitiable 
because of the inability to get more 
colors to meet the requirements of 
buyers who would not place initial or­ 
ders. 
Solid color goods of gingham 
construction have become exceedingly 
scarce in certain shades, notably the 
dark blues, the fast pinks and greens 
Orders Are Held Back. 
There has been some weakness in 
staple numbers of print 
cloths 
and 
sheetings.

inklings of large orders for goods that 
are being held back ponding a more 
settled condition in the cotton mar 
kets, when buyers will try to have 
I them placed, have come to the ears of

>ni3 of tho large sellers and they are 
hoivin‘r very little nervousness be- 
j cause of the usual November slump 
! following a speculative rise in the raw 
material. 
Many more goods than are on order 
will be required soon after the turn 
of the year and some shrewd buyers 
are ready to dip in the moment the 
manufacturers get ready 
to 
accept 
business in a large way. 
At present 
cloth prices on some things are below 
costs of production, hence there has 
been a keener m arket interest shown 
in the last day or two by bag manu­ 
facturers and some 
converters 
who 
may always be relied upon to dip in 
at such periods. 
News from the jobbers continues of 
an optimistic character. 
Distribution 
of silk goods continues 
on 
a 
large 
scale. 
In some of 
the 
large 
silk 
houses the October business was the 
largest ever known, both in yardage 
and value of sales. 
The broad silk 
market for the most part has not be­ 
come greatly excited over the week’s 
radical advances in raw silk. 
Prices Are Advanced. 
On desirable articles that are most 
wanted for the immediate trade the 
tendency 
naturally 
is 
to 
advance 
prices considerably, one large house, 
for example, stating yesterday that it 
had advanced its prices 71,£c a yard 
on the most desirable weaves. 
For some weeks past the m arket on 
a large part of the current fall trade 
has been advancing, though not ex­ 
tremely, considering various factors 
like dyeing increases, etc., that have 
lately appeared to make the manufac­ 
turing costs heavier than usual. 
The very' recent advances of such a 
degree in the raw material market 
will have to be taken account of more 
seriously by m anufacturers 
on 
new 
business more distant in the future. 
The large volume of spring orders a1 
ready booked, it is taken for granted, 
were priced on raw silk already owned 
at the time or contracted for by the 
manufacturers. At least it seems im­ 
probable 
that 
manufacturers made 
prices for the future, like spring, on 
chance so far as raw silk was con­ 
cerned. 
There are expressions, to be sure, 
of distrust among manufacturers re­ 
garding the stability of the raw silk 
market, based chiefly' on the opinion 
that, the advance has been too vio­ 
lent. 
Occasionally reports, moreover, 
are heard of m anufacturers deciding 
or hinting, that they have decided to

in trade stock was at one time earlier 
in the war, namely, in November a 
year ago, down as low as $2.80 a pound 
and on Thursday of last week had 
passed the $4 mark, a rise of $1.20 a 
pound, or about 44 per cent, the pres­ 
ent situation looks radical.

Buyers naturally have become used 
to a lower level, such as prevailed for 
such a long time this year, but prices, 
as pointed out, have been steadily ad­ 
vancing on the articles most In de­ 
mand, and from the present outlook 
the buyers will have to prepare to see 
even higher prices. 
Immediate business in broad silks 
appears to be less uniformly good than 
it has been all this season. It is nat­

Retailers 
themselves still report a fairly^ good 
business in the several articles that

COLONIAL EMPIRE IS A DIRE NECESSITY 


Emphasizes the 
Importance 
of the 
Present Move In the Balkans 
— Favors Increase cf Colo­ 
nial Possessions. 


Budapest, Hungary, Nov. 9.—“The 
political and economic 
position 
of 
(Germany makes a great overseas colo- 
nial empire an absolute necessity,” 
deciares Herr Solf, the German min­ 
ister of colonies, in an interview with 
the correspondent 
of 
Azest. 
After 
emphasizing the importance of tin1 
present move in the Balkans from the 
point of view' of German 
colonial 
policy, Herr Solf continued: 
“It is necessary for us not only to 
maintain our previous colonial pos­ 
sessions, hut even to increase them, 
irrespective of the European issues 
and of the settlement in Europe after 
tile war. Our motto will he, after the 
conclusion of the war, to establish a 
connected colonial empire destined to 
fill up Hie gaps in our economic life 
in accordance with the necessities of 
our position. 
“Our only enemy from 
a colonial 
point of view is England. 
How the 
future Germany overseas 
will 
bo 
built up depends on the result of our 
war with England. 
“At Hie very time 
when 
we re­ 
store 
communications 
w’ith 
the 
straits and Constantinople and drive 
the allied forces into the sea in Gal­ 
lipoli, together with the Italians and 
any others attaching 
themselves to 
these, the events that will follow w ill 
develop like those in a well written 
play. 
“The Turkish 
army 
will advance 
through Asia Minor and Taurus in or­ 
der to concentrate for 
a further ad­ 
vance at Damascus. Every new army 
corps which will advance through the 
Kilikia gate of the 
city 
of Saladin 
will aggravate the terror of Bondon. 
On the day when 
the English army 
on the Nile, with the Australians, the 
Canadians 
and 
Indians 
capitulates 
before the Turks, or when they have 
to reembark at Alexandria, the world- 
power of England will sink into the 
deep from 
Gibraltar 
to 
Singapore. 
What she will save out of this catas­ 
trophe will not be decided by Eng­ 
land alone.”*
